A good example of this is the recent hostile 
ettitude of Japan toward the United States 
a6 @ result of American efforts to retain and 
tetrease its interests in Manchuria. 


Panama Canal Broadens Interest. 

The opening of the Panama canal, by com- 
ing European and Asiatic trade routes to 
pass through part of our territory and bring- 
ing them so close to our mainland, neceesi- 
tates a greater interest tn foreign questions. 

The constant internal disturbances in the 
mall countries near the Canal Zone, and 
their conseque@t opportunities for foreign in- 
fervestion, area o the as- 
don on our part of our share of the 
“@mhite man’s burden.” ‘There is every in- 
Meation this burden will increase. This new 
activity has already excited an apprehension 
Which has caused a change in our relations 
unh Spanish-American powers, with on their 
part a consequent leaning toward European 
end Asiatic nations for support. . 


Race Question Looms Ahead. 

Among all the important questions which 
arise from these new conditions, one of the 
most vital is the race question. Frequently 
ignored, more frequently misunderstood, it 
contains more possibilities for serious trouble 
than any other question; t affects all of them, 
and is the most difficult of any to settle satis- 
factorily. 

As long cs Asiatic and Spanish-American 
countries were of minor importance and our 
chief foreign relations had to do with Europe 
this question was an internal one, to be set- 
tied by ourselves. The Indian, too deter- 
mined to be enslaved, we gradually subdued, 
and in doing so all but exterminated. His 
numerical inferiority tothe white at the pres- 
ent time is such as to prevent his becoming a 
question. 

The negro, brought here asa slave, brought 
te & head in our civil war the inevitable con- 
flict between the big estate system of the 
south and the small farm and industrial sys- 
tem of the north. 

The whites, formerly their masters, being 
in the minority in many localities, found their 
dominance threatened through the enfran- 
chisement of the negro. This gave rise to 4 
race question which is still far from being 
solved, 


Chinese Immigration Also Serious. 

The immigration of the Chinaman and his 
subsequent exclusion was considered merely 
as an internal question. or in other words 
from the point of view as to what effect his 
admission or exclusion would have on our 
home affairs. What the Chinaman thought 
about it or what action on his part it might 
ed to was never considered. The great 
majority never conceived this question as 
being of international importance. 

The more recent dispute having to do with 
the admission of Japanese students to Cal- 
fornia schools opened the eyes of many to 
the fact that in settling these questions, the 
consideration of the white man’s point of view 
to the exclusion of what the people of the 
ether race thought about it might lead to 
serious results. This is well understood by 
the people on the Pacific coast but less so the 
hearer the Atlantic seaboard is approached. 

The acquisition of the Philippines and 
Porto Rico brought us into contact with still 
another form of this question. Due, how- 
ever, to the comparative smallness of these 
Possessions, their distance and our political 
Predominance in them, our national con- 
sciousness has taken no cognizance of it. 


Race Question Worldwide. 

Coming more and more into contact with 
nations of colored or mixed blood, poiitically 
independent and in many cases strong 
enough to at least compel our attention to 
their views, the time has arrived when the 
Peopie of the United States must realize 
that this is no longer an internal question 
to be settled by the imposition of the will of 
the majority, the white, on the minority, the 
on- White. 

The countries which have to be considere4 
are those inhabited by Asiatics, negroes. 
American Indians, and the mixed races re- 
sulting from intermarriage of these different 
races with the white. 
People of mixed blood and the attitude of 
the people in each country toward the race 
Westion are of considerable importance. 
The attitude varies according to the white 
races with which these colored people have 
dome in contact or with whom they have in- 
termarried, and the amount of control which 
the White has succeeded in imposing. 
great majority of the people in all

Late Secretary of Treasury 
Asserts He Was Justified: 
Not Compounding Fraud.

Declares He Awaited Action by 
Congress and Courts Until 
Last Possible Moment. 


U. S. GRAND JURY WAITS FOR CASE 


Franklin MacVeagh, former secretary of 
the treasury, yesterday defended his action 
in compromising oleomargarine prosecutions 
for $123,000. 

He characterized as a mistake the 
charges of Federal Judge Landis of Chi- 
cago and Congreseman Cox of Indiana that 
the compromise had deprived the government 
of more than $1,000,000 in penalties. 

A special grand jury was impaneled dst 
Wednesday. Judge Landis took a keen per- 
sonal interest in examining the jurors, and 
dismissed one who admitted he was employed 
by one of the butterine firms. Then he an- 
nounced he wished to consider the cases more 
at length and would summon the investigat- 
ing body later. It is expected it will be 
brought in shortly, and charged to investi- 
gate the oleo cases possibly tomorrow. 


Changes Miud About Syeaking. 
Mr. MacVeagh, who upon his arrival here 
on Saturday, declined to make extended com- 
ment on criticised rulings in the oleo and 
Wanamaker cases, issued during the after- 
noon a statement from his apartments in the 
Blackstone hotel. 

The retired cabinet officer said that he was 
“quite willing to state the facts,“ as the oleo 
cases have been more or less misunder- 
stood. He asserted that he had been guilty 
only of “every form of politeness" in de- 
ferring his ruling to a decision by the court 
and congress. He denied the government had 
lost anything by his action. 

These cases were not fraud cases,” he 
ald. No fraud was charged by the gov- 
ernment, no fraud was committed, end no 
fraud, therefore, was compromised. 
There are oleomargarine cases and oleo- 
margarine cases. Those of which the public 
has heard most are fraud cases—<ases in 
which the oleomargarine law was fraudu- 
lentiy evaded. The cases in question, how- 
ever, are not in that category.” 


Gives Technical Explanation. 
Mr. MacVeagh then entered into a tech- 
nical explanation of the questions involved 
in the cases. He said the manufacture of 
two kinds of oleomargarine is permitted by 


law. 

„One kind may be artiflcally colored, as 
may butter and cheese,“ he continued. “This 
kind must pay a tax of l0centsapound. The 
other and usual kind is taxed at a quarter 
of a cent a pound—0O&% cents less—and must 
not be artifically colored. 

“Tt may be naturally colored—may have 
what cclor naturally inheres in its permitted 
ingredients. . There is, therefore, a constant 
effort to secure natural color in the ingre- 
dients. This effort is, of course, entirely 
legitimate enterprise and within the law, 
“It happens that cottonseed oil is one of 
the chief ingredients in oleomargarine, and 
also that this oll in its crude state is colored. 
In the process of refining cottonteed oll for 
use in oleomargarine, however, the color has 
been lost, at least in any process not too ex- 
pensive to be commercially available. Thus 
the problem of refining cottonseed oil with- 
out sacrificing color, by @ process commer- 
cially availiable, has been and is to the fore. 


Produces Natural Oil, 

“Now an Ohio chemist claims to have 
invented a method that solves the problem, 
and an oll company in Louisville, not an 
oleomargarine company, used this invention, 
and in 1011 produced an oll/with some color 
that claimed to be natural. Thie oil was 
offered to oleomargarine manufacturers. 
“The oleomargarine people brought the 
ofl to the attention of the bureau of internal 
revenue. The oll then was tested for many 
weeks by the chemical laboratory of tho 
bureau, by the laboratories of the oleomar- 
garine manufacturers, and by private labor- 
atories. Ik was also tested for sulphur con- 
tinuously-by the bureau of animal industries 
of the agricultural department. No one 
could find any artificial color.“ 
Before a final decision had been given by 
the government experts, Mr. MacVeagh said 
gome manufacturers of oleomargarine, those 
connected with the cases, began to use the 
disputed oil, apparently certain of its le- 
gality.” 

Oil Openly Used for Months. 
The oil had been Openly used in larger or 
smaller quantities for some months, he said, 
before the bureau chemists came to the con- 
clusion that the color was artificially pro- 
duced by the use of sulphur. 
“When this was announced,” he asserted, 
“ell manufacturers of oleomargarine at once 
quit using the oil. It must be undefetood that 
the manufacturers of oleomargarine had 
nothing to do with the manufacture of the oil. 
They were only purchasers of it, end knew 
nothing about k which the govermment did 
not know. 
“It also should be understood that even 
now the contention of the government that 
the oll is artificially colored le disputed.

living. In such cases only one term can be 
applied, whether their condition be moral or 
immoral, and that is white slave. and that 
presents to the nation a bigger question. if 
anything, than that of the black slave. 


Open Eyes of Both Sides of Labor. 

“This condition has been growing in he 
realization of the people for years. and ine 
solution can be obtained only through the 
coOperation of the employers and the 
employed. The commission's only endeavour 
is to open the eyes of both classes to ihe 


menace, and to prepare the public for a 


solution which will be a solution. We are 
trying to work for the employer as well as 
for the employés 

The commission is not going to confine its 
investigation to State street and the mail 
order establishments. We have been told 
of girlie who work ten hours daily and re- 
Ccelve $2 to $2.50 a week. We doubt if this 
condition is at all general, but in cue course 
of time we shall reach these persons and get 
their story as wellas that of their employers. 
The commission will not stop until it has 
reached every avenue of trade in which giris 
are employed. 


Procedure Agreed On. 

“From the outset the commissioners real- 
ized the tremendous responsibility they were 
aseuming, and to safeguard themselves 
against the slightest suspicion from the 
public several details of procedure were 

on. 

“First—That all sessions—where the evi- 
dence wes of an important nature—be made 
public. 

“Second—That all members of the general 
assembly should be invited to attend any and 
all sessions. 

“Third—That the interrogation of wit- 
nesses should not be confined to members of 
the commission, but that any member of 
either house of the legisiature be privileged 
to ask any questions within the scope of the 
inquiry. 

“Under this arrangement it was made im- 
possible for any member, or the commission 
as a whole, to give immunity to any wit- 
ness. 

The commission believes that the problem 
it is attempting to solve concerns every state 
in the Union and requires the codperation 
of them all. The first attempt to secure uni- 
form action was the mailing of letters to the 
various governors. When the commission 
visite New York city it is not unlikely rep- 
resentatives of many other states will be 
present to map out a program.” 


Blames Wages and Morals. 

“Neither lack of living wages alone nor of 
moral training only is entirely responsible 
for the wrecks upon the stream of life, but 
both together go far to determine the fate 
of the many unfortunates,”’ said H. H. Van 
Meter in an address at:the Chicago refuge 
for girls, Indiana avenue and East Fifty-first 
street, yesterday. 

“No girl, be she rich or poor, is perfectly 
safe from the innumerable temptations that 
beset her on every hand in a great city,“ he 
continueg. But the poor girl working for a 
pittance has the bitterest battle of all. To 
her the terrible temptations are doubly try- 
ing. 
8 ne who declares this is not a question 
of wages cannot be correctly informed or 
Goes not dare to tell the truth, but anybody 
who. Aye it is simply a question of wages is 
equally in error. This is both a question of 
morals and of money and of much more. 

Wo close the Bible with its ten command- 
ments and its moral laws to the: children in 
our public schools and then wonder why they 
go astray. This is one of the great causes 
for the delinquency, not only of our girls but 
of our boys.”

He 
told a New York reporter on Saturday he had 
one signed by the chief of police. 

Have you City Prosecutor McInerney’s 
resignation?’ he was asked by a TRIBUNE 
reporter. 

“Yes. I have the resignation of every 
official I appointed.“

I 
prefer to await the commission's report be- 
fore making up my mind on that score. 

! The governor stopped over in Chicago dur- 
ing the day with Mrs. Dunne and two of his 
daughters. who accompanied him to Wash- 
ington ‘ana New York. Between automobile 
rides with Charles J. Vopicka they rested 
at Hotel La Salle. They departed at 6 p. m. 
for Springfield. 


Likes New York Prize Fight Law. 

“I gee,”’ said the governor, some papers 
had me attending a prize fight in New York 
I did not go, aithough I might have done so 
had I not been accompanied by Mrs. Dunne 
and the girls. 

“While in New York, however, I took 
occasion to inquire into the boxing law there 
and was informed by reputable men that 
it is working satisfactorily.

Graft Report in New York Wants 
State to Keep Hands Off. 


CLIMAX TO VICE INQUIRY. 


Curran Board Calls Problem Prima- 
rily One of Administration. 


New York, March 9.—[Special.)-—-The Cur- 


ran aldermanic committee's preliminary re- 
port on graft and vice conditions in New Tork 


was made public tonight. The report makes 
an especial plea for home rule in con- 
nection with the affairs of the police depart- 
ment and suggests that the legislature leave 
the city alone to dea! with these problems as 
it deems best. 

The only comment made by Chairman 
Henry H, Curran today regarding the report 
sums up the attitude of the committee to- 
ward legislation. 

“The best thing the legislature can do for 
the police department,” said Mr. Curran, 18 
to stop passing affirmative legislation and 
start in repealing the police legislation al- 
ready on the statute books.“ 

The report is made at this time in order that 
it may be available for the Wagner commit- 
tee and the legislature at the present session. 


Resumes Inquiry on March 19. 

The Curran committee is expected to re- 
sume its public sessions on March 19. The 
subjects still to be taken upat these hearings 
include the detective bureau, police pensions, 
and the cost of living for policemen as com- 
pared with their salaries. 

The committee's report says, in some of its 
paragraphs: 

“The police problem is primarily one of 
administration. The present situation de- 
mands sustained administrative efficiency. 
There fs no magic in the legislative printing 
press. 


purpose of Improving the administrative ma- 
chinery of the police department. The ad- 
ministration of the police department has 
been hampered by mandatory state legisia- 
tion. 


Eight Years for Police Head. 

The committee recommends a term of eight 
years for the police commissioner, that he be 
appointed by the mayor as at present, and 
that he be eligible for reappointment. The 
report favors making removable by the mayor 
and by the governor, but adds that in either 
case he should be removed only after charges 
have been preferred and an opportunity 
given to him to defend himself at a public 
hearing. 

The committee also recommends giving the 
Weht to prefer charges against the commis- 
sioner to the board of estimate and appor- 
tionment and the board of aldermen as well 
as to the mayor and governor, but would 
provide that these charges must be heard by 
the mayor at a publi¢ hearing after a rea- 
sonable notice has been given. 

“ We believe this recommendation to be of 
vital importance the report continues. 
“ During the last eleven years we have had 
eight commissioners appointed by mayors of 
different temperaments and political faiths. 
There have been three commissioners dur- 
ing the present city administration.

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man is in the minority and there has been 
little intermarriage. The Portuguese have 
mixed their blood with the natives of their 
Asiatic colonies to such an extent that prac- 
tically no line can be drawn between the 
two. There was considerable intermarriage 
in the Philippines between the native and 
the Spanish, but nothing approaching condi- 
tions obtaining in Portuguese colonies. 

The Americans, the British, the French, 
and the Dutch, on the whole, have held them- 
selves a:oof from the native. 

In those Asiatic countries inhabited by a 
homogeneous people, such as Japan and 
China, the white has succeeded in obtaining 
little or no political control. 

The Japanese, early realizing the necessity 
ef fighting the white with his own weapons, 
adopted the materia! part of his civilization, 
gradually threw off all control by him, and 


have finally emerged as the result of their 


victory over Russia a world power, believing 
themselves the equal of the white and de- 
termined to force recognition of that 
equality. 


China Adopting Modern Warfare. 

The Chinese, after suffering many humilia- 
tions at the hands of the white race and 
having failed with their own obsolete meth- 
ods to prevent its interference in their af- 
fairs. have finally realized that Japan's 
course is the correct one and are endeavor- 
ing to follow it. 

The countries lacking homogeneous pop- 
ulations have become colonies of the white 
nations. The white men in these countries 
have been the dominant and ruling class, in- 
flicting their will on the natives, who, until 
recently have recognized them as belonging 
to a superior race. The educated natives of 
these countries wish to follow the footsteps 
of Japan, but know that considerably more 
education and training are necessary for the 
masses before it will be possible. 

The masses, generally ignorant, know only 
that the white has been vanquished on the 
battlefield by the yellow. Wishing his im- 
mediate expulsion, they are ready to follow 
any leader who promises K. This, at bottom. 
is the result of the recent disturbances in 
India and the cry for independence on the 
part of the Filipinos.. 


Yellow Races Resent Interference. 

All these yellow races have always at bot- 
tom resented the white man's assumption of 
superiority. Now that they see some hope 
of changing conditions they are eager to do 
60. All the help which the United States has 
extended the Japanese is lost sight of and 
completely swallowed up by the intense dis- 
like which obtains as the result of the prac- 
tical exclusion of the Japanese from America. 

Though we have given the Filipino liberty 
and political rights far beyond his wildest 
dreams when governed by Spain, he does not 
like us. One of the strongest reasons for 
this is the fact that while the Spaniard did 
mot give him political liberty he did enter 
into marriage ties and associate with him 
socially in a way which the American never 
has and probably never will do. 

The same thing is true to a greater extent 
in the British Asiatic colonies. The Briton 
ig always just to the native, always improves 
hie condition in every way, but always has 
remaincd and always will remain a class 
apart from and above the native. This the 
native resents and this resentment prevents 
any true loyalty. 

China Retains Native Rule. 

In China the whites have no contro! over 
the government, and consist mostly of mer- 
chants and foreigners. The merchants, 
though remaining a class apart from the 
Chinese, find it to their benefit to accord ex- 
cellent treatment to those with whom they 
High hended conduct is 
followed so promptly by boycotts or other 
means of hurting business that it is seldom 
indulged in. 

The missionaries of course accord the best 
possible treatment to the Chinese and will 
have to be given considerable credit for the 
ewakening of China. Nevertheless, some of 
them by overzeal in religious matters have 
caused anti-foreign sentiment. 

However, it is primarily the foreign govern- 
ments which, because of their high handed 
treatment of China. are responsible for 
hatred of the foreigner. This feeling has not 
as yet crystallized into Cislike of tie white 
as distinct from the vellow. This is due to 
two facts. First, the assumption of su- 
periority by the white is not as yet generally 
known to the great mass of the people, who 
for centuries have regarded themselves as 
the first people of the world. Second, Japan

China, 
Asiatics Learning Own Strength. 

Throughout the 800,000,000 in Asia the. 
attitude of the so-called Anglo-Saxon races 
toward the yellow is more or less knownand 
understood. As these races advance in ctvill- 
gation it is becoming better kmown. Along 
with this increasing knowledge of this atti- 
tude is the rapidly increasing knowledge of 
the fact that one yellow race has proven its 
equality with if not superiority to a great 
white race. 

Turning to Latin America. we find a differ- 
ent phase of the race question, from that 
which exists either in Anglo-Saxon America 
or in Asia. This difference is due to a num- 
ber of factors. 

The European who came to these countries 
was not hunting for a home, but primarily 
for wealth. He cid not come in large quan- 
tities. He came from countries m whith 
liberal ideas had gained the leat: ground 
He was not possessed cf that intense dislike 
of races of other color so characteristic of the 
Angto-Saxon races. intermarriage and es- 
gociation with him were not primarily a 
question of color. He brought few of his own 
women with him. He found, on the whole 
riatives of less determination than thor: 
father to the north. 


Latin-American Races Mixed. 

The scarcity of white women and the lack 
of decided race prejudice early led to inter- 
marriage with the native, with the conse 
quent rise in a short time of a large class ci 
mixed bloods or mestizos. At the presen. 
time, while there are approximately 17,000,060 
whites in Spanish America. there are 18,0.6.- 
000 or 19,000.000 mestizos. Lf the same rigid 
fine which is drawn in this country were in- 
gisted on, a considerable number of those in 
cluded among the whites would have to be 
counted as mestizos. 

The sparseness of the white man's num- 
bers, the richness of the land. and the com- 
parative ease with which most of the Incians 
were subdued early led to the introduction 
of the big estate system with the whites or 
mestizos as the owners and the full bloodsase 
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coupled with the lack of liberalism inherent 
to a Spaniard or a Portuguese, gave ready 
birth te aristocratic ideas founded not on 
race but en material possessions. 


Wealth, Not Color, Important. 

In ether words, there was nothing to pre- 
vent the mixed blood or full blood from, on 
the whole, enjoying the privileges of the best 
society, provided he could attain the worldly 
goods and eflucation which that society de- 
manded. The Indians being in sufficient 
numbers, there was no occasion for the im- 
portation of large numbers of them to do 
the manuel labor. This made a great differ- 
ence in the race question, 

In Spanish America the white races least 
prejudiced on the subject of race came in 
contact with the Indians, the colored race 
against which all whites are least prejudiced. 
In our country the white races most preju- 
diced against colored races came ultimately 
in contact with negroes, the race against 
which all whites are most prejudiced. 

Outside of Jamaica, a British possession, 
and Cuba, Santo Domingo, and Hayt!, Brazil 
is ‘the only country in which the negroes 
exist in sufficient numbers to make their 
presence felt. 


Jamaica Blacks Well Treated. 

Jamaica being a British possession, the 
black is accorded the same treatment as all 
other subject races of Great Britain. He 
has justice and fair treatment, but no social 
equality. 

In Cuba the negro has mixed with the 
others until frequently it is impossible to 
tell which of the three bloods, white, Indian, 
or negro, predominates in an individual. 
Nevertheless, there are class distinctions, 
founded, however, more on wealth than on 
blood. 

Santo Domingo and Haytt are peopled by 
blacks and governed by them. 

Of the 17,000,000 people in Brazil at least 
7,000,000 are negroes and mulattoes. They 
are mostly along the coast and frequently 
predominate in numbers. The Portuguese 
have less race prejudice than any other white 
race. The consequence has been that the 
lower and middle classes have freely inter- 
married with the negro pure bloods and the 
mulattoes. 

The negroes in the United States are su- 
perior both in enterprise and education to 
those of Brazil, Santo Domingo, and the 
British West Indies. They are far superior 
to the Haytian negro : 


Problem More Serious in North. 

It is easily seen that the race question in 
America, outside of the United States and 
Canada, is far différent from what it is in 
these two countries. Of course, it varies, de- 
pending upon the proportion of whites in the 
various countries. 

Argentina is almost entirely white, while 
Uruguay, for all practical purposes, is entire 
ly white. In Chile the whites predominate. 
Peru and Bolivia have between them about 
1,000,000 whites and 1,500,000 mestizos out of 
a total of about 6,000,000 persons. Mexico, 
with about 15,000,000, has approximately 
1,000,000 whites and 6,000,000 mestizos. In 
Colombia, Ecuador, and Venezuela the mes- 
tizos predominate. In Brazil the negroes 
outnumber the whites and the Indian mes- 
tizo class is small. Paraguay is practically 
entirely Indian. 

While it is true that outside a few of the 
larger classes the race question does not 
exist there is always a certain amount of 
jealousy. The pure white is always proud 
of his blood. The mestizo wishes he were 
entirely white and looks down upon the pure 
blood native. The pure blood, the lowest 
class, though ignorant, cannot help but fee! 
his inferiority. 


Closer Contact Heightens Problem. 

As we examine our position we find our- 
seives then being brought more and more 
into contact with countries in which the 
question of race is viewed from a stand- 
point very different from ours. 

In Asia numerous oriental peoples, proud 
of their race and keenly resentful of our 
attitude, are gradually attaining civiliza- 
tion and an armed strength which compels 
respectful if not acquiescent attention to 
their demands. This, as yet imperfectly 
realized in this country, is keenly felt in 
Australia and New Zealand, where the “ yel- 
low peril is not considered an idle dream 
but a stern reality. 

In Spanish and Portuguese America we find 
people fearing us because of our strength, 
disliking wus because their adherence to 
aristocratic principles makes them resentful 
of our Gemocratic manners and holding views 
on the race question very different from ours. 

Is the negro of Brazil, the Indian of Para- 
guay, or the mestizo of the other countries, 


all recetved on terms of social equality, class 

for class, many occupying the highest offices 

and imbued with anything but a spirit of 

real democracy, going to quietly submit to 
the prevalent attitude of superiority if not 

—— en the part of a race that they 

affect to despise? 

Japan has been the first nation to thor- 
oughly appreciate the importance of the race 
question in international politics. From the 
beginning of her efforts to become a first 
class power she has found herself confronted 
with a difficult problem. Her own growth 
necessitated the absorption of the land and 
people of other oriental nations. This was 
bound to excite the hostility of these nations, 

The greater the foothold of white nations 
in the far east or the Pacific the lese Japan’s 
chance of becoming predominant in that 
region. Not strong enough to drive out all 
the white nations by herself, it was neces- 
sary to unite all the orientale for this pur- 
pose. But how do that and at the same time 
expand at their expense? The race ques- 
tion furnished the solution. No question ex- 
cites more bitter hatred. The white man, 
by his exactions, by his overbearing manner, 
had already to a considerable extent occa- 
sloned general dislike. 


Japan Fosters Race Hatred. 

To spread this dislike of the white races 
and Increase it to hatred has been Japan's 
task. She has succeeded better than is gen- 
erally known, Troubles in India, the Philip- 
pines, French Indo-China, and the Chi- 
nese boycott against American goods are 
all manifestations of it. She has ret with 
less success in China than anywhere else. 
However, if we persist, as we have done 
recently in the loan question, in supporting 
the enemies of China, instead of frankly and 
really helping her when she most needs u, we 
will find ourselves classed with Russia in 
Chinese minds, and Japan will find only too 
fertile a fleld for her propaganda. 

Japanese political advances in Mexieo and 
northern South America have already met 
with considerable success, When the Jap- 
anese fleet visited Mexico they were only too 
well received, the lower classes especially 
seeing in the sailors not strangers but people 
of their own race. 


Japan Increases Political Power. 

As we come more in contact with the coun- 
tries in which the mestizo element is polit- 
ically dominant and add to the fear of our 
strength the hatred which an attitude on the 
race question only too frequently engenders, 
Japan will find herself welcomed not only as 
a check to our strength but also as a means 
of punishing our contempt. 

No argument has had more success in the 
Philippines than: The Americans are 
white like the Spaniards; we (the Japanese) 
are yellow like yourselves. Youancestors 
and ours came from the same stock.“ 

White men, according to their views on the 
rate question, may be divided into two 
classes: 

1. Those who, like the Spaniard and Portu- 
guese, are more or less indifferent and under 
certain circumstances do intermarry among 
and treat colored races as socially their 
equals. 

2. Those who, on the whole, will not inter- 
marry and will not treat colored races as 
their equals. 

This latter class can be subdivided into two 
schools of thought: (a) Those who consider 
colored races their inferiors in every way 
and that they can never be anything else; 
(b) those who, considering the matter from 
the point of view of abstract right and 
wrong, come to the conclusion that these 
races. if given the opportunity, can reach the 
same plane of development as the white man. 


Americans Would Help Other Races. 

The people of the United States belong to 
the two schools of the second class. The 
northern European. as a rule, belongs to 
those two schools. The less his contaet with 
the colored races the more probable it is that 
he belongs to the school of abstract right and 
wrong. The more his contact with them, par- 
ticularly if his dominance is threatened, the 
more probable it is he belongs to the first 
school. 

Though the first school may be able to en- 
force its attitude in those countries in which 
its numerical superiority is beyond dispute, 
the day is rapidly approaching when it no 
longer will be able to do so in those colonies 
in which the mass of the people are not white. 

The whites undoubtedly have the right to 
decide who shall and shall not enter their 
countries and be received on terms of equal- 
ity. 

The yellow and mixed races undoubtedly 
have a right to demand equal treatment in 


their own countries. 
If the question could end there its peaceful 


settlement might be assured, as the moet 
prejudiced of each race could keep out of the 
countries of the other race. However, the 
yellow and mixed are continually advancing 
in civilization, their numbers are greater 
than those of the northern white, they, too, 
are being compelled by internal conditions 
te reach out for trade and room for their 
increasing populations or to find means to 
protect themselves from similar expansion 
on our part. 

The question becomes more acute each 
year. The necessity for its settlement be- 
comes more and more apparent.. So far no 
satisfactory solution has been advanced, 

These difficulties make the race question 
probably the greatest question of the ap- 
proaching age. 


VALUE OF TRAINED SOLDIERS. 

Chicago, March 6.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Mr. Crandall's letter in the issue of 
March 4, objecting to Observer's conclusions, 
shows that he falls to understand those con- 
clusions. It is not a question of regular 
troops versus volunteer troops, but of 
trained troops, be they conscript or volun- 
teer, versus untrained of any kind. 

The regular troops of the United States are 
now and always have been volunteers. They 
are not and never have been conscripts. 
Their history shows them to have been ac- 
tuated by the same motives and patriotism as 
the state troops. From the beginning of 
time, other things being equal, trained 
troops have invariably badly beaten un- 
trained ones. 


Balkan Troops Well Trained. 

The farmers and goat herders of the Ba)- 
kans, of whom he speaks so enthusiastically, 
are conscripts who have been subjected to 
arduous military training and belong to an 
army modeled on the system originated by 
Prussia and later copied by France and all 
the other great powers with the exception of 
Great Britain and the United States. 

The Turks are being badly beaten because, 
though like Americans, good material to 
make soldiers of, they have gone to war ip 
the same manner we always go, lacking suffi- 
clent training, led by officers who are igno- 
rant of their duties and supplied by depart- 
ments that break down under the stress of 
war. In spite of individua) bravery, they 
can no more resist the trained military Bal- 
kan armies than the practically volunteer 
armies of Napoleon IIJ. could resist the high- 
ly trained, highly organized conscript army 
of the German states. 


Trained Men Fought Revolution. 

The American revolution was fought by the 
comtinental troops, which were trained 
Practically invariably the militia or un- 
trained troops bolted from the fled. The war 
of 1812 may have been due to diplomate with 
“cold feet,“ weak to imbecility, but it is the 
best example of the utter worthleesness of 


green troops. 


In the civil war the north was beaten ina 
great many battles. The difference between 
the conduct of the few trained troops (reg- 
ulans) at Bull Run and the untrained troops 


shows conclusively that had all the unfon [ 


troops at that battle been trained the con- 
federacy would have ended on that field. 
The loss of that battle and the long time 
necessary after it to get an army together to 
make another effort was the main cause of 
the war being prolonged four years, The 
last two years of the war, when the troops 
showed fighting qualities of which we may 
be proud, they were no longer untrained 
troops. 


Civil War Leaders Trained. 

Gens. Grant, Sherman, and Sheridan of the 
union army, and Gene. Lee, Jackson, and 
Stuart of the confederate army, were gradu- 
ates of West Point. The great majority of 
the successful leaders on both sides came« 
from that school. 

Undoubtedly the majority of the menin this 
country are loyal and do respond in large 
numbers to the first calls. The civil war 
shows that later they do not respond in any- 
thing like sufficient numbers, even when 
tempted by large bounties. The south early 
adopted conscription. The north was forced 
to do so before the end. 

Let Mr. Crandall send to the library of 
congress and get Emery Upton’s “ Military 
Policy of the United States.” There he win 
find for any American far from pleasant 
reading of the appalling number of desertions 
from both union and confederate armies. of 
disgraceful routs of green troops through- 
out our history, of sickening incompetency, 
and of waste of life and treasure due to our 
persistent refusal to recognize that the 
trained soldier is superior to the untrained, 
just as the trained in any walk of life is 
superior to the untrained.

Statement Made by Stringer. 

Congressman Stringer's declaration fol- 
lows: 

“I am not a candidate for the so-called 
® short term. as my tenure as congressman- 
@t-large is co-terminous with that of the 
Short term senatorship. 

“As to the long term, I would not pre- 
fume to discuss the subject so long as Col. 
Lern remains in the contest, as he is the 
Primary nominee, is entitled to the Demo- 
cratic vote, and could be retired only on ud 
own initiative.

TALK AT MASSMEETING. 


Arguments Made in Favor of Al- 
lowing Women a Voice in 
the Government. 


[BY A STATT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 9.—(Special J— 
The inadequacy of the police protection of 
the suffrage parade last Monday was de- 
nounced at a massmeeting this afternoon by 
United States Senators Clapp of Minnesota. 
Thomas and Shefroth of Colorado, and 
Works of California and by Charles Edward 
Russell, Socialist candidate for governor of 
New York last fall. 

At the close of the meeting there were 
shouts for Louis Brandeis of Boston, who was 
discovered in a box.

Senators Shafroth and Thomas declared 
that after nineteen years’ experience of 
woman suffrage in Colorado it had been found 
to be a logical and successful development 
of self-government.

“When it has occurred,” remarked Sen- 
ator Shafroth, that one woman bas been 
involved in an election fraud, that awful 
truth has been telegraphed frantically all 
over the country, though ten men in the 
same precinct had been involved in the 
same fraud and nothing said about it. 

“If the participation ot one woman at rare 
intervals in an election scandal furnishes a 
reason for the disfranchisement of all the 
other women, then it seems to us in Colorado 
that the culpability of an infinitely greater 
number of men should have destroyed man- 
hood suffrage long ago.“

A SCANDAL BREAKING COVER. . 

Ald. William F. Ryan’s (of the Thirty- 
fourth ward) charge of politica] assassina- 
tion against the interests backing the hi- 
cago Reduction company challenges the peo- 
ple of this city. 

The garbage situation has been a rank 
scandal for months and Ald. Ryan's defeat 
is only another page in the unclean story 
of pull. 

That an honest and useful member of 
the city council should be defeated withia 
his own party by a bartender whose qualif- 
cations have been labeled “ microscopic” is 
bad in itself. 

That a wasteful and costly system of gar- 
bage disposal remains uncorrecied to the 
profit of a private corporation and the loss 
of the taxpayers, in spite of persistent pro- 
test from honest aldermen, officials, and 
citizen associations, is bad in itself. 

If they are related the evil is more than 
doubled. It suggests a corruption widely 
distributed, a condition which it is not safe 
to ignore any longer.

THE HILL FOLK. 

HE man who lives in the country reads 
of the unworthy citizen and the slums 
of the city in a detached way, think- 

ing of them and all such much as he 

thinks of aborigines in Australia or 
pygmies in Africa. As a matter of fact, the 
only studies of bad family inheritance ever 
made in this country have been of rural fam- 
ilies. 


~~ 

The eugenics record office has recently 
published another of these family studies 
under the title The Hill Folk.“ It is the 
story of the descendants of two men who 
came into a small Massachusetts town in 
1800. The town, now with 2,000 inhab- 
itants, lies in a fertile valley surrounded by 
less fertile hills. The population, in the 
main, consists of industrious, imtelligent 
farmers. 

Through this placid mass of good citizens 
the progeny of these two bad citizens has 
sifted, making desolate, alcoholic homes and 
furnishing wards to the state for over fifty 
years, 

The taxpaying, law abiding citizens have 
lived beside these troublesome paupers 80 
long that they are too disgusted with them 
“es also too accustomed to them to do any- 
thing. 


~~ 

About every so often one of the hill folk 
goes to jail or to some other institution and 
the people temporarily threaten to do some- 
thing about the whole worthless stock. But 
it stops at that. 

The cost to the taxpayers for caring for 
these hill folk has been a little short of $500,- 
000 


The first generation or two cost little or 
nothing, thus limiting the years on which the 
cost has fallen to about the last fifty. The 
average cost has thus been about $9,000 a 
year, a pretty good price for a community 
of law abiding, frugal farmers to pay for 
the luxury of paupers, drunkards, and crim- 
inals by inheritance, 

In the last ten years the cost has increased 
fourfold, so the promise is that Mr. Farmer 
Neighbor will have to dig down into his 
jeans a good deal deeper within the next ten 
years. 

~~ 

About every so often the good people have 
been so aroused at boys getting drunk and 
girls going wrong that some officer has gone 
among the hill folk and taken the children 
to some public or philanthropic institution. 
Whereupon the drunken parents, relieved 
of the need of finding bread for their brood, 
have proceeded to raise another brood. 

The neighbors, having never studied the 
problem, the eugenics record office has be- 
come intent upon digging right down to the 
roots. What has been found out about this 
family may not be of service to this Massa- 
chusetts village that has suffered the 
nuisance for a century, but it may be of 
service to communities that are just begin- 
ning to get a katzenjammer. 

For instance, they find that half the school 
children of this family show evidence of 
mental deficiency. As their mental weak- 
ness shows a tendency to make habitual! 
drunkards of them one might say that com-

LET BOY REMAIN IN SCHOOL. 
Anxious Mother writes: “I have a 14 year 
old son attending private school where re- 
cently diphtheria has developed and they 
have had sixteen cases in quarantine, isolated 
of course. Two of these were from the hall 
my boy is in, using the same study hall and 
dormitory. They tell me they have quite a 
few cases of tonsillitis that are watched care- 
fully and throats examinéd each morning to 
determine if they develop diphtheria germs. 
Antitoxin is administered if such is the case, 
and they are sent to the isolation hospital 
on the university grounds. In che event of 
a diagnosis of diphtheria the parents are noti- 
fied. But should 1 wish to go into quarantine 
to be with my boy it would be forbidden, and 
no parent is allowed to be with a child dur- 
ing his isolation. They tell me the law 
forbids it. I do not wish to appear over 
anxious nor to interfere with my young- 
ster’s studies unless necessary for his good 
I am really not thinking he will take diph- 
theria and would not consider taking him 
out of school on a chance of his developing 
it, except for the thought that were it to 
happen I should be denied going to him. They 
suggest, realizing my uneasiness, antitoxin 
being administered to him to eliminate the 
chance of his taking it, and tell me that should 
another case develop inthe hall from which 
most of the cases came they would ask per- 
mission of the parents to administer anti- 
toxin to every child in the hall, Will you 
tell me as a physician just what course you 
would take it you had a child situated as 
mine is? He is an only child and this is his 
first year away from home and diphtheria is 
the only child's disease through which I 
have not cared for him.“ 
REPLY 
Leave the boy in school, Five hundred units 
of antitoxin would be entirely cafe, and would 
make the boy immune for a month. This is probab.7 
unnecessary, but it is advised in part to esse your 
mind. The school is proceeding most wisely, 
and will no doubt bold the epidemic down. Te 
only additional procedure to be advited is to cui- 
ture every tore throat in the ball from which 2.0 


cases came. 

As you do not mention the state I can not sar 
whether it is illegal or pot for you to go ino 
quarantine with the boy. It would not be in Ul- 
nois. In fact, parents are sometimes allowed 0 
go with their chleren to the diphtheria hospital in 


Chicago. 

When antitoxin has been used and proper pre- 
cautions are taken the riek is slight. This privi- 
lege occasionally helps the child. Ite chief functicn 
is to talm the parents.

THIRTY THOUSAND CHESTS. 

Thirty thousand chests of opium are slow- 
ly crushing the new republic of China. 

Thirty thousand chests filled with desti- 
tution, degeneration, and death for the Chi- 
nese people are piled upon the new-raised 
arch of Chinese progress. 

Does the British conscience feel their 
weight? 

For a hundred years Chinese governments 
have been trying to lift the terrible curse of 
opium from the people. The present Chi- 
nese government is on the threshold of ac- 
complishing this. The most drastic meas- 
ures have been taken, cultivation in China 
virtually has ceased, and the habit itself 
has been disappearing so rapidly and com- 
pletely that the opium trade is almost dead. 

This is a tremendous feat, the honors of 
which are shared by the new government 
and by the people themselves. It is a great 
victory of statesmanship. It is a great moral 
victory for the people, which civilization 
Should acclaim and Christian nations at 
hast help to support and establish. 

But there are the 30,000 chests of opium. 

They are valued at about fifty millions 
of dollars. They are from India, which has 
thrived on the opium traffic and which ex- 
pected a profitable market in China, assured 

by the abolition of Chinese cultivation. The 
- {mporters thought the demand would con- 
tinue while the supply would be left to them. 
There has been no market since June. 

But another “ vested interest” besides 
the Indian opium interest is involved. The 


Dnglist banks of Sianghai and Hongkong 


have loaned an enormous aggregate on the 
80,000 chests. And the combined influence 
ot these millions is brought to bear upon 
the British government, with the result that 
protest after protest has been made by the 
legation at Peking against the measures 
taken by the Chinese to carry out their 
2 reform.

aco. For the first time since Czar Al- 

exander III. ascended the throne, in 

1881, that is to say, more than thirtv 
years ago, the ruler of the Rouge-et-Noir 
principality has been permitted to cross the 
Russian frontier and to set foot on Musco- 
vite territory. 

True, Nicholas has not yet consented to 
receive him at St. Petersburg. But on the 
prince making it known through some of the 
grand dukes of Paris that the one dream of 
his life was to see an auroths roaming in 
its native wikis la survival of the ancient 
bison of central and northern Europe which 
are to be found nowhere today save in the 
great Polish forests of the czar around Bialo- 
witz, where they are strictly preserved], Em- 
peror Nicholas declared Albert might visit 
Bialowitz and might even shoot one pf these 
aurochs, if he liked. 

Accordingly, the prince arrived at War- 
saw the middle of last month, spent a day at 
the imperial shooting lodge at Bialowitz, 
where he shot an aurochs, and then returned 
to the Polish capital, where he spent three 
days, being entertained at dejeuner by the 
governor general and at dinner by the Count 
and Countess Xavier Braniki and by the 
Marquise Wielopelska in her palace in the 
Avenue of the Roses. The marquise is a 
granddaughter of Empress Marie Louise of 
France by her second husband, Count Neip- 
perg, and a sister therefore of Prince Monte- 
nuovo, the grand master of the court of VI- 
enna. 

~~ 

In order to appreciate just what this visit 
of the prince to Warsaw and to Bialowlhtz 
means it is necessary to explain that Alex- 
ander MI. entertained a violent prejudice 
against him. He was first of all aroused 
against the prince by his treatment of his 
first wife. Lady Mary Douglas Hamilton, 
now Princess Tassilo Festetics. He was 
still more indignant when he learned that 
Albert, instead of taking steps to terminate 
the concession to the Monte Carlo Casino 
company for public gambling tables, as he 
had pledged himself to do, had, on the con- 
trary, prolonged it, and identified himself 
still more closely therewith, becoming an 
active partner in the concern with the 
Blancs. He held him ae such responsible. 
for the ruin of many Russian nobles, who 
had squandered their fortunes at rouge-e- 
noir and roulette at Monte Carlo, suicide 
resulting in numerous instances, and Alex- 
ander even went so far as to draw up a 
ukase forbidding his subjects from setting 
foot in Monaco, under severe pains and pen- 
alties. : 

It was only with the utmost difficulty that 
he was induced to refrain from the promul- 
gation of this edict on it being pointed out 
to him that it would be difficult, if not im- 
‘possible, to enforce it, and that the spectacle 
of an imperial order being flagrantly dis- 
obeyed by Russians abroad was not condu- 
cive to the prestige of the Muscovite crown. 

As every one is aware, the late emperor 
‘wae etrongly prejudiced against the Jew- 
ish race, and the fact that Albert had 
placed on his throne as his second wife an 
American born Jewess, namely, Alice Heine 


ot New Orleans, mother of the present Duc 


de Richelieu, and a woman not even of no- 
ble parentage, made Alexander still more 
hostile to the prince. 

So, when the latter, through the Russian 
ambassador at Paris. the late Baron Mon- 
renhelm, announced that after having paid 
an official visit to the queen of England and 


burg, Alexander caused him to be curtly in- 
formed by Baron Mohrenheim that not only 
would he decline to receive him or the prin- 
cess of Monaco at St. Petersburg, either offi- 
cially or privately, but that ne had even given 
peremptory orders if the prince and princess 


attempted to set foot on Russian territory 


the police were to stop them at the frontier. 
That ended the matter and the czar took 
care that his action should become widely 
known. 


~~ 

Since then Alexander III. has been gath- 
ered to his fathers. His son, Nicholas, who 
now reigns in his stead, has been frequently 
approached as to whether he would not re- 
peal the ban resting upon the ruler of Mon- 
aco and receive him at St. Petersburg, no 
longer with his Jewish wife, from whom heils 
judicially separated, but alone. It was point- 
ed out to Nicholas that the prince had been 
received at every other court in Europe. 

The czar, however, has declined to yield 
in the matter bevond allowing the prince last 
month to visit Btalowitz and Warsaw. 

St. Petersburg still remains terra incog- 
nito to the prince of Monaco, and, the Rus- 
sian court is the only one In Europe which 
declines to permit him to cross its threshold, 
although it has even gone to the length of 
welcoming such a man as King Peter, whoa 
reached his throne through the shocking as- 
sassination of his predecessor, whose mur- 
derers still form part of his entourage.

Emperor William has signalized the cele- 
bration at Koenigsberg of the 100th anni- 
versary of the commencement of the war of 
liberation by bestowing his order of the 
Black Eagle upon Prince von Dohna, the 
Order of the Black Eagle being the Prussian 
equivalent of the English Order of the 
Garter, of the Russian St. Andrew, of the 
Itallan Order of the Annunciation, and of 
the Austrian and Spanish Orders of the 
Golden Fleece. 

Prince von Dohna, as president of the. 
provincia! diet of east Prussia, took an active 
part in the ceremonies, and ig one of the 
oldest and most intimate friends of the 
kaiser, who advanced him to the rank of a 
Prussian prince some thirteen years ago. 
Until that time Richard von Dohna had been 
a burgrave, an ancient title superior to that 
of count, and which had been enjoyed by the 
family since it was bestowed upon the 
Dohna of his day by Emperor Frederick 
Barbarossa in 1153. 


Prince Richard makes his principal home 


at Schlobitten. a grand old place in eastern 
Prussia, which, with ſta superb and immense 
park, shaded by glorious trees, has been in 
the uninterrupted possession of the family 
since the beginning of the fourteenth century. 
The name of Dohna is recorded in all the 
most important pages of German, and more 
especially of Prussian history. Statesmen, 
generals, and in particular, confidante and

FORECLOSING A MORTGAGE. 

Fennville, Mich., March 6.—[ To the Legal 
Friend of the People. I— Will you kindly 
inform me through your columps of the 
procedure that is gone through in forec'vs- 
ing a mortgage on farm property in Illinois? 
How much time is allowed the owner after 
the maturity of the mortgage? Will you 
kindly go into this matter in detail?

The holder of the mortgage can start foreclosure 
proceedings any time that the mortgage is due. 
In this foreclosure the property will be sold to the 
highest bidder. After the sale the owner of the 
property has twelve months to redeem from the 
the foreclosure sale by paying the amount due 
under the mortgage and the expenses of the fore- 
ofosure. If this is not cone the owner loses all 
claim to the property, and can only claim any 
amount paid in at the sale over and above the 
amount due under the mortgage and the expenses 
of the foreclosure.

Played at the Chicago.

HE bright and cheery aspect of Mr. Allan 
Davis as he appeared in his curtain 
speech last evening at the Chicago Opera 
house suggests a desire to be friendly 
with him. 

A handsome chap, who wears his clothes 
well, is Mr. Davis; tall, erect, with a nice 
smile and an ingratiating personality, A 
Harvard Man, as Mr. McArdell would say, and 
a product of Prof. Baker's usually efficient 
incubator for dramatists. 

Also an inhabitant of Pittsburgh, a com- 
munity where bunk, critical and otherwise, is 
said to be indifferently regarded, and where 
candor is held as the séal of a noble mind. 
But playwrights, like princes, find few real 
friends, even in Pittsburgh, and so, inspired 
by the feeling that Mr. Davis is worthy of 
an honest opinion, one is impelled to say that 
his play, The Iron Door,” is not a good play. 


— 
For these reasons: It is filled with such 
volleys of eternal babble that it is tiresome. 
It has no characters in it, only roles. It is 
an artificial, slothful, old-style fabrication, 
whose technical deliberateness is made sheer 
inertia by a “theme.” It is so. theatrical 
in speech and movement that one can see 
the stage braces holding up the scenes. 
And, though this of course is no fault of Mr. 
Davis, it is acted, in some of its important 
parts, with an infidelity to nature almost in- 
credible. There were ten curtain calls last 
evening after the second act. 
-2> 
is first aroused in the prologue 
when the handcuffed prisoner enters with 
his consumptive sister, and starts many 
penny-dreadful things, including a stage 
hemorrhage, a kneeling plea to the judge, and 
the discovery of the judges foster-daughter 
as his former playmate in school days. This 
daughter, of course, is the child of the judge's 
old sweetheart. The most annoying thing in 
the scene, however, is the speech of Mr. Cor- 
liss Giles, as the prisoner-—-speech that is 
mere play-talk, edited by the author, nicely, 
but not too well, punctuated and paragraphed 
like an extemporaneous address. 
charted and patterned that Mr. Giles, handi- 
cappeall by certain stock company habits, is 
able to make of it only elocution, though it 
contains the convict’s curse that after his 
four years in prison he will crush the judge 


who sentenced him.

Mr. Giles, who is young and eager, with the 
voice and method of Mr. Dustin Farnum, is 
forced to spin this wordy fabric throughout three 
acts and a prologue, posing the while, though 
not offensively, if such a thing be possible. 
„After he has served his term he becomes a 
power in politics, holding the judge's future in 
his hands, and he calls on him in his chambers 
to discourse on revenge.

There are some rather pointed bits of acting 
by the players who acted these political bosses

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Easy Laundry Method. 

As to easy and efficient methods fo. doing 
the washing and ironing without help, I would 
suggest that if a woman has time to do the 
work herself she could do it with the aid of 
electric washing machine, wringer, cold mangle, 
and electric iron, and at the rate of $5 a week 
save their ost in less than a year. It took near- 
ly two years to save the price of mine, as I had 
been paying $1.75 a week for the woman. My 
washing machine was $115; mangle, $25; extra 
wringer for rinsing, $12; and electric motor for 
the two latter, $25, making a total of $152. The 
electric iron was $2. 

The time for the work is reduced not more 
than about one-third by the use of the ma- 
chine, but the results are much more satis- 
factory, besides not having to bother with the 
laundress. No hand rubbing whatever is needed 
and it is easy to rinse the clothes through as 
many waters as needed to keep them nice and 
white, though they have to be dried indoors 
most of the year. 

My flat pieces are dried off with the electric 
iron after going through the mangle, but al- 
most no pressure is required. All the ironing is 
done whilé seated and the results are beautiful. 

I should not change back to the old methods 
even if I had to hire a woman to nine work.

There are four in our family and I do all of 
my work, which means a saving of many dol- 
lars in a year. 

I find that planning the meals a week ahead 
gives better meals and is less expensive than 
otherwise. I set aside a certain sum each week 
for groceries, meats, etc., and I make that sum 
reach. If I buy luxuries one day I sometimes 
have to skimp the next, but I see that the 
money is sufficient for that week. Sometimes 
I can save out of that sum, and other times it 
is entirely used. 

One way to save gas is to cook all articles 
requiring an hour or more of cooking on the 
ledge inside the furnace door. You can bake 
beans, roast or boil meat, bake, potatoes, and 
many other things on this ledge, and it means 
quite a saving of gas.

SAXON PUDDING.—A full quarter of a 
pound of butter, a heaped quarter of a pound of 
flour, one pinch og salt, nearly two gills of milk, 
six eggs, the white beaten to a snow, a heaped 


quarter of a pound of sugar, 
lemon sugar to flavor, a pinch 
der.

(bread). 

The recipe in “A BC” is as follows: 

SACHSISCHE MEHLSPEISE ODOR SACH- 
SISCHER PUDDING.—For four people. Two 
ounces of butter, one pinch of salt, a heaped 
quarter of a pound of flour, nearly two gills of 
milk, five eggs, one-eighth pound of butter, the 
same of sugar, one tablespoon of lemon sugar, 
one-eighth ot a pound of pounded macaroons, a 
little less of prepared sultana raisins, one ounce 
of grated sweet almonds (among them two bit- 
ter ones), one tablespoon of brandy, a pinch of 
baking powder. For the mold: A bit of butter, 
one tablespoon of bread crumbs, a little pow- 
dered sugar. Stir a good ounce of butter, salt, 
flour, and milk together over the stove, then 
mix with one egg and put away to cool. Stir 
two ounces of butter with the sugar and four 
egg yolks to a foam and mix with it the lemon 
sugar, raisins, macaroons, almonds, cooked part, 
brandy, and baking powder. Add the whites of 
eggs beaten to a snow and cook in a prepared 
closed form for an hour and a quarter in a 
water bath, or put open into oven for a scant 
hour at a temperature of 267 degrees. Tip out 
carefully, strew sugar over, and serve with 
sauce.

MISS E. B.: Do you ever use a sharp steel 
instrument in cleaning the nails? If you do, 
this is the cause of the skin becoming rough 
under them.
